The whole tenor of his 
evidence operated againft Mr Haitings. In one 
paffage of bis letters it was remarked, in very {trong 
terms, that he (Col. Champion) was aftonifhed how 
fuch a refpedtable charafter could countenance acts 
of cruelty, oppreflion, and injuftice, Mr Francis 
afked who, he meant by the word re/pectable ?

So much has been faid of 
the new Torkifh Prophet Schick Manfour, that 
fome account of his tenets may not be unacceptable 
to the public. The doStrines of this man are the 
more readily accepted, as they entirely difengage 
the Mahometan religion from its many troublefome 
minutiz, and every thing that tends towards fuper- 
{tition ; with regard to ablutions, they need not ri- 
“goroufly be arcended to, but the Prophet recom- 
mends them ; and no one is obliged to pray above 
three times a day, initead of five times, as tire Al- 
coran ¢nj2ins, and no other form is requifite in the 
fervice than reading a chapter in the book of Maho- 
met to the praife of God; the founder of the Turk- 
ifh ycligion is no longer to have the honour of be- 
ing invoked, nor is it neceflary for the followers of 
_the new Prophet to pro‘trate themfelves towards 
Mecca, becaufe God is prefent every where ; in the 
iKKamazan they may eat, drink, and fmoke once a 
day ; the women are not obliged to fait, nor the 
men under 20 years of age or above 60, but every 
, one is ftridtly obliged to give alms, and thofe who 
from poverty cannot. comply with this injunction, 
are obliged to perform at lealt one act of mercy dai- 
ly ; wine may be drank, but drunkennefs is'to be

One of the favourite principles of Schick Man- 
four, and what he often repeats, is, that if a perfon 
is condemned to die, he ought to fuffer with refig- 
nation ; but if a tyrant demands the head of ’an in- 
nocent fubject, and the latter in a cowardly manner 
gives himfelf up to the executioner, he mutt expect 
nothing but the gréateft torments in another life. 
Another of his favourite tenets is, that the people’s 
firlt care fhould be to promote agriculture, as the 
nobleft of all arts, the rife and fepport of all tates. 

“The prophet not’ ‘only “tolerates the Chriftians, 
but orders that they fhall be refpeéted, as the greatcit 
afiftance may be gained from them towards perfeat- 
ing the .arts and fciences.
